How to Reduce Your Repair Bill* 


Just take a pencil and a piece of paper, and jot down the various 


turns you have paid out (or repairs during the last \2 months. 
When 


you have them added up, divide the amount by 4. This will give you 
the amount your repairs would have cost had you taken a few simple 
precautions. The other 75 per cent represents the amount you have 
paid for neglecting to attend to certain things regularly. 
An auto- 


mobile is a wonderful piece of mechanism, and will stand an enor- 
mous amount of abus'e. 
Still it DOES require SOMK attention, and 


in this article I will tell you a few of the things you should do to 
enable you to keep the co'st of repairs to a minimum. 


Have you ever realised how much trouble and expense is caused 


bv neglecting to lubricate, not only the engine, but also other parts 
of your car that have rubbing surfaces. 


You would not think of Tilling up the crankcase with kerosene 


instead of lubricating; oil, would you. Yet do you know that after 
you have run a car about 500 miles, a very considerable amount of 


gasoline has found its way into the 
crankrase and has diluted the oil 
to such an extent that if vou 
were to draw it off and had it 
analyzed, you would find, that 
about 
a 
third 
of 
what 
you 


thought was oil, would really be 
GASOLI-N'E. The old oil in thr 
crankcase should be drained oil 
regularly every 500 miles, and n 
fresh supply poured in. 


When oil become? very much 


diluted it allows the bearing sur- 
faces to come together, and the 
frirtion set up causes rapid wear, 
and very soon the engine be- 


comes noisy and you have to 
talfe your car to a repair shop 


for an engine overhaul. This will 
cost you anything from $50 to 


$200, yet you would have saved this amount if yon had just taken 
the precaution of diainmg; the old oil out at regular intervals, and 
had kept your engine supplied with a good prade oil at all tunes. 


Do you" always inspect the level of the oil in the cr^nkcasc to see 


that it is CORRECT, before you leave the garage. 


If you allow the level of the oil in the crankcase to become TOO 


LOW, it cannot circulate propeily thiough the motor, and the parts 
that do not receive enough oil, start to wear rapidly. If you run far, 
with the oil in the crankcase too low, the engine starts to heat up 
and perhaps a bcarinp; is burned ont,_and a big repair job is the result. 


If you give the engine TOO MUCH oil at a time, what happens? 


For a start, the spark plugs beco;n« fouled and have to be taken out 
and cleaned frequently. 
After a short time, they become so bad 


that you have to put in new plugs at a cost of from SO cents to 
$1 00 each. 
Too much oil in the crankcase causes carbon to form 


quickly on top of the pistons and cylinders; then the cylinder head 
must be removed and the carbon scraped out, and it is more than 
probable you will also have to have the Valves ground, an operation 
that will "deplete your pockctbook by from $15 to $2500. 
All this 


expense could have been saved if you had kept the oil at the 
CORRECT level in the crankcasc. 


Rapid wear takes place in the steering pins, and King bolts if you 


neglect their lubrication. 
These parts are so exposed that water 


and grit work their way in un- 
Irss they are kept 
clean and 


properly lubricated. These parts 
should not require replacing on 
the 
average 
car oftencr 
than 


about 
once 
every 
18 months. 


Neglect them, and they will need 
replacing in less than half that 
time, a repair that will cost you 
from $600 (o $1800. 


Remember also, that neglect 


to lubricate these important parts 
not only causes them to wear 
rapidly, but may also cause then) 
to Weaken and break, and thi* has 
been the ca'ise of many acci- 


dents, which could have been 
prevented 
by keeping steerina 


connections properly lubricated. 
Keep the "spring leaves and 


shackle bolts well lubricated. 
If jou neglect t'ocm, it not only 


gives, you a stiff spring action which sets np a vibration that loosens 
C\ cry nut and bolt on tiie car, but also is one of the most common 
causes of broken springs, and spring replacements cost anything from 
$1200 to £2500. 
Keep the spring leaves lubricatrj and the clips 


that hold the spring in place on the axle tight, and it is rarely yoii 
wil! have to dig down into your pockctbook to pay for repairs tq 
springs. 


Keep the oil in the Gear Box and Rear Axle at the proper levels, 


Examine the level frequently, especially, if there is any indication 
that oil leaks from either of these parts. 
Lubiicatc both front and 


rear universal joints once a week, as they wear VERY rapidly if 
they are not kept well lubricated. 


Remember, first, last and all the time, that the amount of money 


you pay for repairs, depends largely on the care and attention you 
give your car.

has resulted from contact with these convenient in- 
struments. Burns are the most frequent of all the 
household accidents. 


Burns differ in degree and severity: 
Their 


seriousness depends on their extent and depth. A 
burn so mild as merely to redden the surface, will 
result in death, provided two-thirds of the entire 
body is involved. 
A deep burn of limited area is 


very much less dangerous. 


Burns of the face and hand are more important and serious tha* 


burns elsewhere. 
There is more" 
shock usually from such injuries.

For slight and superficial burns 
some protecting agent should be 
used. 
There are numerous rem- 
edies to be thought of in this con- 
nection. Perhaps the first one is 
vaseline. 
Lard, butter, cream or 


any other grease will do as well. 
Boracic acid, flour or soda may be 


smeared over the painful surface. 
The powder will exclude the air and 
promote the comfort. 
During tho war, paraffin and am- 


ber oil were used for burns. They 
were sprayed on the damaged sur- 
faces. 
Several such mixtures, sold 


under various trade names, are to be 
found in drug stores. 
The British Army had a paraffin 
mixture, known as "Government 
No. 7," or "Paraffin No. 7." It is 
made as follows: 
Hard paraffin, 67 per cent; soft 


paraffin, 25 per cent: olive oil, 5 
per cent; eucalyptus oil, 2 per cent; 
resorcin dissolved in alcohol, 1 per 
cent.

The benzoated oxide of zinc oint- 
ment which is useful in many skin 
conditions will a.dd to tho comfort 
of the person who is burned. 
I have spoken of several applica- 


tions, hoping that one at least of 
tho possible remedies may be avail- 


I able. Children suffer so from the ef- 
fects of burns that it is well to have 
in mind many different things, so 
that under every circumstance re- 
lief may be afforded the Jittle suffer- 
er. Incidentally, the grown-up will 
be glad if you can suggest a remedy 
for a painful burn.
